Is a Diamond Chain Shipped From 


Washington to New York. 


Washington. Dec. 27.—A mysterious 


robbery of a diamond chain valued at

New York, are probably the victims, 
occurred here. The jewelry was dis- 
patched from here to Joseph Frankel

was found missing. The stolen gems 
numbered 200 and were set in a plati- 
num lorgnette chain 54 inches long.

Cost of Colombian Rebellion. 


Washington. Dec. 27.—Advices re- 


ceived at the Colombian legation 
speak of the deplorable financial con- 
dition of the country resulting from 
the strain of the rebellion. Paper 
money has depreciated so that $45 in 
paper money is equivalent to only $1 
in gold. Mr. Herran, the charge at 
the legation, said: "The rebellion is 
now practically over. There are only 
scattered marauding bands left, num- 
bering probably not much more than 
300 men.

A significant movement ID settlement 


i* taking place In connection with the 
development of prairie lands at tbe ei- 
treme western part of this state and 
in Colorado, as well aa in other parts 
of the western Mississippi valley, 
where cheap land is to be obtained, 
writes tiie special correspondent of the 
Xew York Post at Abilene, Kan. This 
is particularly true of colonies made 
up generally of foreign descended fam- 
ilies, who are desirous of forming set- 
tlements that shall be distinctly for 
their own people. Agents of the Ger- 
man American settlements of Pennsyl- 
vania and the similar population of 
Ohio and western New York have 
made many trips to tbe prairie states 
to seek locations for the constantly 
overflowing numbers that must go out 
Into tbe larger field and make huiues. 


A committee of Quakers has been 


traveling up the Arkansas valley and 
has just purchased for the use of the 
members or that sect 5.000 acres in 
Prowers county. Colo_ on which will 
be located 1.000 families. Tbe lauds 
they have' chosen are on one of the 
large ditches where the level acres 
stretch away for miles In every direc- 
tion and where the sugar beet can be 
raised in great abundance aud rich- 
ness. The Quakers have located sev- 
eral colonies in the west in the last 
few years, ^ome of which hare been 
successful and some not. This attempt 
is based on a more substantial basis 
than some of the others. Only Quakers 
will be admitted, and they will couie 
from Ohio. Illinois and Indiana. They 
expect to pay $4O an acre for their 
land, with an annual water assess- 
ment of 40 to 50 cents an acre. Tbe 
ditches that supply tbe lands are 260 
miles long and are fed from the Ar- 
kansas river. 


Another colony just located is in 


Greer county. Okla.. where 1.000 fami 
lies from Germany are to settle, each 
family getting forty acres. This land 
was bought through agents and is to 
be owned at the outset in common. 


la western Kansas there is growing 


np a large colony of Russians, who are 
taking the wheat grounds and succeed 
admirably in producing that cereaL 
They began coming in the early eight- 
ies, and of late years their numbers 
have so Increased that they are practi- 
cally the possessors of two or three 
counties. They build churches that cost 
$20,000 each. The towns are closely 
built. The neighboring lands have been 
bought up by these people as fast as 
they could find the money until tbe 
prices have bee» raised to the highest 
known in" the western part of the state 
since the boom times. Many are com- 
ing from Europe at frequent Intervals, 
and their friends here are buying land 
for them in advance of their arrival. 


The Dnnkards, or River Brethren, 


who are allied to the Quakers without 
being of their sect, are buying more 
land steadily, taking, however, the 
higher priced farms of central Kansas. 
They are bringing many hundreds of 
Immigrants ont from the east to ex- 
tend their colonies and are proving 
valuable citizens in that they have no 
paupers and scarcely a criminal. 


The colonists who have moved Into 


Oklahoma during tbe last few months 
have bad some difficulty in securing 
farms in a body. They have been 
more successful when buying up the 
cheap lands in the western parts, 
where tbe homesteaders are not so ea- 
ger to locate. In the northwest, where 
the railroads have been behind the im- 
migration movement, whole neighbor- 
honds in tbe middle states, such as Il- 
linois. Iowa and Wisconsin, have been 
transported to new- homes. It is esti- 
mated that 100.000 prople have settled 
in the northwest since March 1 tbrouirh 
the homcsookers" excursions. These 
excursions are becoming notable f >r 
the crowds tlicy bring.

Hundreds of sales 


hav»> been made for the purpose of 
speculation all through the "trht-nt 
belt." which now extends into what 
was once thought only fit for grazing 
Tbe lands that eastern investors once 
loaned money on then took through 
foreclosed mortgages and finally sold 
for a trifle or abandoned to go to tbe 
counties for the taxes are coming in the 
market. On» w«rtern Kansas county 
held 2»0 quarter section farms. 1«Q 
actvs each, that came to it in this way. 
For three years it has been trying to 
sell them for approximately $40 a nuar 
ter section under tax title. Recently, 
owing to tbe demand for land, the 
farms have been withdrawn from the 
market and will either be redeemed by 
the orginal owners or will be soiil to 
newcomers for larger prices. One spec- 
ulator has just bought 50.000 acres for 
an immense wheat ranch In southwest 
Kansas. It is said that bis land cost 
him only $2.50 an acre.

Taken to Charleston.

America's most valued relic, tae old 


liberty bell, will be sent to Charleston 
on Jan. 3 next, to be exhibited in the 
Pennsylvania building at the exposi- 
tion to be h«ld there, says the Philadel- 
phia Press. This will make the bell's 
fourth trip out of Philadelphia within 
little more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 
Preparations for its removal 


have already besun. The work will 
be attended with all the disnity that 
national and civic pride demands, and 
the belL dear to the hearts of millions. 
will go out of Philadelphia to the mu- 
sic of bands and the march of men. 


Tbe parade will not be imposing for 


Its size, but it will be important on ac- 
count of those who will have tbe hon- 
or of participating in it. An escort of 
councilmcn has already been appointed. 


A local safe building company will 


have the Contract of removing the bell 
to Charleston, Tbe truck on which it 
will be hauled from the statehouse to 
the Pennsylvania railroad yards will 
be decorated with the national colors. 
Six or eight horses will be attached to 
the truck, on either side of which will 
stand a cordon of police. A dozen re- 
serves, all more tbnn sis f»^t in height, 
will take their places l>eside the bell 
when it is secure on the truck, nnd the 
procession will move up Chestnut to 
Broad street.

A new plane of discussion of the 1m- 


bor problem has d«?veiop«.-d from tt* 
New Tork conference. The new com- 
mittee of thirty-six Is r<rcc;jnize<l in Use 
general discussion of Its aiiu^. object 
and proposed methods as a body hav- 
ing an authority at the bar of public 
opinion never before conceived of. Par- 
ticipants in and critics of tbe move- 
ment are now agreed that a new era 
has begun in the work of bringing cap- 
italist and breadwinner to a common 
meeting place. The p_.int most dwelt 
upon is the fact that tueory± futiie 
hitherto, has been abandoned for prac- 
tical and efficient means. 


As planned by J. P. Morgan, the de- 


viser of the conference, the discussion 
imif sounded a meaning note with 
which both interests are in accord. It 
has stated the basic principles of fu- 
ture relations to which Buney and 
work alike subscribe and has embod- 
ied those ideas in men whose repre- 
sentative character commands univer- 
sal respect. 


Oscar S. Straus, prominent la the 


movement as a. man who has thought 
much and worked much for mankind, 
emphasizes these points in the Inter- 
view which follows, says Julius Cham- 
bers in the New York Journal. 


As a large and generous employer of 


labor in various branches of mercan- 
tile trade Oscar S. Straus, ex-minister 
to Turkey, was pre-eminently fitted to 
take part in the memorable conference 
of capitalists, labor representatives 
and neutrals that closed its session in 
Xew York city the other day. 


The choice of United States Senator 


Marcus A Hanna as chairman of the 
Industrial department of the National 
Civic association was made in a spirit 
of the utmost harmony. Every man 
present at the conference bears t<*ti- 
mony to that fact. Mr. Straus declares 
him to be the ideal chairman of so im- 
portant and so original a social and 
economic project 


"I regard this as the greatest and 


most conspicuous movement for indus- 
trial peace that has ever occurred in 
the history ef labor." said the Hon. 
Oscar S. s'rrans. "I am devoted to its 
prosecution heart and souL We are 
not theorists, for you will see that we 
have eliminated that phase of the sub- 
ject in our "plan and scope.' This i* 
pre-eminently a practical movement— 
managed by practical men to achieve 
practical results. We do not hope for 
the millennium, but we do expect to be 
able to lessen industrial disturbances, 
to be Instrumental in bringing employ- 
ers and workingmen nearer together 
for the purpose of avoiding and remov- 
ing those misunderstandings that in the 
past have been tbe most fruitful sources 
of strikes. 


"The whole tone and spirit of the 


conference, as expressed by the repre- 
sentative men who stood for two mil- 
lions of organized labor, by those men 
who represented the public interest and 
by the men who are the chief repre- 
sentatives of the largest employers of 
labor throughout the United States, 
were such as to cause every member 
present at each session to feel assured 
that the inauguration of this momen- 
tous movement and the formation of 
this permanent body would have the 
most beneficial results."

The speaker then paid the highest 


compliments to the inte!!isence of the 
men who acted as spokesmen for labor.
